Farming the Farm Buildings 

The Ontario farmer is becoming fearful that the 
Santa. Claus of cheap Western feed grains will sift be¬ 
tween his fingers. For the past few years the Ontario 
farmer has been farming from his buildings, rather 
than placing the emphasis on the soil. He has been 
feeding livestock on freight subsidized Western grains. 
His market has been three million industrialists in an 
area, as like between Ponoka and Edmonton. It takes 
a l<\t of milk, butter, eggs, beef, pork, potatoes, vege¬ 
tables, sugar, bread, etc., to feed that many people. We 
in the West are scornful of the small Ontario farms, 
but don’t forget that the late Mitch Hepburn farmed 
17,500 acres of land, all of which could be sold at $300 
an acre. Hepburn’s onion swamp produced about 30,- 
C90 bushels of onions each year, on less than 100 acres 
Mitch made many mistakes when in politics and as 
Premier of Ontario, but he made few mistakes at 
farming. To agriculture in that part of Ontario he was 
like Charlie'Noble in Southern Alberta.

The conservation of soil and water resources, 
combined with proper utilization of farm lands, pre¬ 
sents the greatest natural resource problem facing 
Canada today. 

This, briefly, was the conclusion reached after 
study by a committee of the Agricultural Institute of 
Canada, a group of agricultural scientists with a total 
membership of more than 3,000. Concerned over the 
‘ lack of-an adequate and integrated policy governing 
land and water resources,” the A.I.C. has come out 
with a brief which calls for complete national co-ordin¬ 
ation when planning and conducting soil and water 
conservation programs. 

‘‘Conservation of soil and water for agricultural 
use requires the co-ordination of administrators, agri¬ 
cultural engineers, agronomists, agricultural econom¬ 
ists, soil specialists, construction engineers and farm¬ 
ers. To achieve success, such harmony of action is es- 
ential whether the projects are related to conservation 
of irrigation water, control of flood waters on farm 
lands or prevention of erosion by wind and water”, 
the brief states. 

Faulty organization and lack of co-ordination re¬ 
sulted in the development of acute land and economic 
problems during early irrigation projects in Alberta 
and Australia which required the sendees of soil spe¬ 
cialists and experienced irrigators to straighten out. 
•The brief also stressed that the fanner must be consid 
ered the most important factor in the ultimate effect¬ 
iveness of any soil and water conservation policy y 

Since conservation of soil and water resources is 
of utmost importance to Canada, no one could ques¬ 
tion the logic of having a natioMLconservation pro¬ 
gram administered and carried the moat qual¬ 

ified personnel obtainable.
